Ohio Men Looking for a Foot-Hold in 


Jocular Decaiur—Let's Get It. 


Prom JfcmOatft DaV\i. 


Thia forenoon a BEPCBUOAW reporter 


bad a talk with Messrs. John B. and J. 
Holbrook, -of Lebanon, Ohio, who repre- 
sent the National Normal University, an 
old established college located at Leban- 
on", within 30 miles of Cincinnati. These 
gentlemen are here to consult with Mayor 
Chambers, Prtsident Ewing, of the Deca- 
tur Club, and all others interested in the 
growth and prosperity of the city, with a 
view of locating a branch of the Univer- 
sity in Decatur. The University is regu- 
larly incorporated and has been in exist- 
ence since 1855. Its president is Mr. 
Alfred Holbrook, and it graduates from 
100 to 125 students yearly. Becently a 
$30,000 college building was erected by 
the management at Lebanon, and yet 
they want more room; and in order to 
meet the demands the college people have 
decided to establish a fully equipped 
branch of the institution at some availa- 
ble point, like Decatur, in the west. They 
don't ask much of the town they may 
select. All they want is a suitable reci- 
tation building and chapel donated. They 
will purchase the grounda, and if at the 
end of 10 years the college doesn't bring 
500 or more students yearly within its 
walls then the college people will return 
the buildings and give the land to the 
city. The brandies taught in the Univer- 
sity at Lebanon ate professional or teach- 
er's course, collegiate,scientific and class- 
ical, engineering, commercial, law, fine 
arts and music, and preparatory course, 
and the western branch will also embrace 
these severnl departments. This is an 
institution Deoatur ought to capture, and 
we hope the matter will be seriously con- 
sidered. The Messrs. Holbrook are con- 
fident that within a very few years the 
university would bring hundreds of stu- 
dents to Deoatur.

An Orphan Girl, Scantily Glad, Thrust 


Out of Doors in Mid-Winter,, 


A young German girl, named Lizzie 


Prael, aged 16 years, scantily clad and blue 
with cold, knocked at the door and was 
quickly admitted at the residence of W- 
H. Addis, No. 463 South Water street, on 
Saturday morning, which was a raw, cold 
day. The girl told a pitiful story of abuse 
and trouble. She gave hor name as Liz-' 
zie Prael, and stated that Frank Hackett 
was her step father. He lives in the fifth 
ward. He married her ntother and she 
died. Hackett married -again, and then 
her troubles began. She says she refused 
to go to the railroad and steal coal from 
the cars, and for refusing to do thin, she 
alleges that Haokett drove her out of 
doors and oast her adrift This in the 
same gitl who was beaten some time ago 
by Hackett, and he 'was arrested and 
fined for his brutality. He couldn't pay 
the fine, and had to work it out on the 
chain gang. Before reaching the Addis 
residence the girl says, she visited St. 
Mary's hospital, but couldn't find a wel- 
come there because the building was full 
of sick people. She was told by the Sis- 
ters to go on until she found some large 
house and she would find help. When 
she reached the Addis residence, she had 
on a thin calico dress but no underoloth- 
iug at all. She wore a pair of shoes many 
sizes too large for her and a pair of men a 
socks. She says she had been driven from 
home minus foot-gear, and that the shoes 
and socks had been given to her by a 
family in the eastern part of the city.

Mason visited the girl, and to them sae 
related her story about as given above. 
The Marshal well remembers the assault 
made on the girl by Haokett, and he will 
investigate the matter " to-day, and see 
that just punishment is visited upon the 
parties who were so hartless as to drive the 
orphan girl from her home.

A CLOSE CALL. 


Serious D'ire at the Coffin Factory Th)a 


Morning—Damage About U4OO. 


From TuctOav't Dotty. 


The alarm of fire at 5:15 o'clock this 


morning, was caused by a serious blaza 
in the east end of the south wing of the 
Decatnr Coffin Factory, at No. 360 North 
Morgan street The fire broke out in the 
shavings stack,' which runs upward 
alongside the fine of the engine room, 
soon after the night watchman fired up, 
and is supposed to have been caused by 
sparks from the brick smokestack falling 
into the wooden shavings stack. Above 
the engine room, which ia in the base- 
ment, is the bending room, above that a 
storage room, and on the top floor is the 
rubbing room, where were stood on end 
a very large number of coffins ready to 
be handled. All of the rooms named are 
separated from the large building west 
by a solid brie'i wall. Had there been 
any doors the flames must have passed 
through and caused the total destruction 
of the building. 


When the firemen arrived, with Fire 


Chief Wayne in the lead, they found the 
rubbing and storage rooms smoking hot 
and the shavings stack a column of flames. 
It quickly burned out and set the wood 
work on fire on each floor. The firemen 
climbed up on high piles of lumber near 
the building and at imminent risk to their 
lives, broke into the different rooms 
through the windows and sqon got the 
fire under control. Ed. Leach and Mr. 
Biokes stuck by Mr. Wayne and followed 
him about through the tumbling coffins, 
while other firemen kept the division wall 
and roof 
soaked 
to gnard against

Mr. Yeager at once called at Officer Hart- 
ley's residence, close by, nnd that official 
went to Alforda home and placed him 
under arrest, without a warrant The 
prisoner was taken to the Yeager dwelling 
for identification, and Mrs. Y. identified 
him as the party who called for her 
daughter and Belle also identified him as 
the wretch who had attempted to outrage 
her. Alfords was at once taken to the 
county jail and looked up. He was seen 
by a reporter this morning. He denies 
all knowledge of the fearful crime, and 
protests that he went home from Liddle's 
at 6 o'clock last evening and remained 
there until Hartley awoke him. Alfords 
left Liddle's at about 6 o'clock, but the 
clerks say he returned again at 7—some- 
thing he had never done before—and then 
went away again. 


The grand jury will investigate the

from the District of Columbia, simi- 
larly chosen. Notices of contests 
shall be given to the National Com- 
mittee, accompanied by fall printed 
statements tff the grounds of contest, 
which shall also be made public, and 
preference in the order of hearing 
aud determining contests shall be 
given by the convention according 
to the dates of the reception of 
such notices and statements by the 
National Committee.

BETHANY, ILI*, Deo. 11,1883. 


Owing to the various rumors and con- 


jectures that have obtained currency con- 
cerning the sudden death ot my sister, 
Mary Queen, I offer this statement: 


Mary was 17 years old, had left her 


native state, North Owolinn, nearly three 
years ago. Made her home with me, 
except when working out. 
Upon her 


forehead was a birth mark extending 
from the right eyebrow upwards about 
one inch by about two inches in length. 
She never suffered from this, exeept from 
its annoying appearance. Before she left 
home she consulted physicians concerning 
its removal. Duung the past two years 
the desire to have it removed had borne 
upon h'er heavily, owing to the jeering 
remarks that she constantly met from the 
thoughtless and ill-bred. She consulted 
physicians at Moawequa, as well as Drs. 
Pyatt and Duvis at Bethany, and had 
come to the belief that the operation 
would not amount to much, and could be 
accomplished with comparative safety.— 
About four weeks ago she came home and 
stated that she had come home to atsy 
until the spot was removed. At one time 
she sought arrangements with Mr. and 
Mrs. Wm. Younger to go with them to 
Decatur to have it removed. 
Affection- 


ately she plead with me to go with her 
and have it removed. I consented, and 
on Saturday, the 24th of November, I 
went with her by appointment, to Doctor 
Davis, of Bethany. Dr. MoMennamy was 
invited to assist in the operation. How- 
ever, as it was decided not to use chloro- 
form in the case, hie services were not 
required. 
Sitting in her chair the spot was re- 


moved in a few minutes. The edges of 
the wound were brought together and, 
witn a few stitches and some adhesive 
plister, the wound was dressed. This 
occurred about. II o'clock. Afterwards 
she appeared upon the street, took dinner, 
and shortly afterward rode home, a dis- 
tance of BIX mites. She expressed herself 
as feeling quite well, was up about the 
house and would have worked, but was 
not allowed to do so. On Monday and 
Tuesday she entertained company and 
appeared lively and well as usual,. Tues- 
day evening she thought best to take a 
oarthartie dose of pills. In the morning 
she felt Bick and vomited some. After 
this she thought she would be all right as 
at other times. She was up and about 
the room until near noon, when she took 
her bed. However, no one felt alarmed 
until about 3 o'clock in theafternoon. At 
this time she complained of great diatress 
in breathing, severe pains in chest, about 
the heart, and in the bowels. These 
symptoms increased rapidly together with 
coughing spells until her dewth, which 
occurred nt 1 o'clock, night of the 28th. 


At no time during her sickness, which 


did not exceed 24 hours, iiid she complain 
of her head or regret having had the 
operation performed. 
The family and 


trienda who attended her during her short 
illneRS are well satisfied that all was done 
for her tha» could be done, and have no 
blsme to attach to any one.
